A letter was received from the Sec- 
retary of the Agricultural Society, 
pointing out that the Fair Grounds 
needed cleaning out and _  improve- 
ments. Mr. Galbraith spoke on the 
need of conveniences at the Fair 
Grounds, and made suggestions as to 
improvements which would be a con- 
venience to ladies. He suggested that 
as the Poultry section had been 
moved by the Society, it would be a 
good thing to utilize these buildings 
for that purpose. 

Ald. Collison asked what was the 
responsibility of the city as regards 
the Exhibition Grounds. He objected 
to the Society coming to the munici- 
pality for every little thing that was 
wanted. He thought the Society did 
Not take the active part that they 
did in former years in the upkeep of 
the Grounds. 

The Mayor explained that the’ City 
were the owners of the property, and 
the Exhibition Directors were only 
responsible for the fair. They were 
simply a body of men who carry out 
the details of the Exhibition. 

Ald. Collison wanted to see expen- 
ses kept down, and thought the Fair 
Directors should form a contingent 
fund to meet these incidental expen- 
ses. 

It was decided that the Commis- 
sioners investigate and report to next 
megting.

AMENDMENT T0 
BUDGET EXPECTED 
FROM M’MASTER 


LIKELY TO FOLLOW LINE OF RE- 
SOLUTION MOVED EARLIER 
IN SESSION. 


Ottawa, June 9.—It is positively 
stated at Liberal headquarters here 
this morning that A. R. McMaster, 
chief opposition financial critic, will 
close the debate on Sir Thomas 
White’s budget this afternoon with 
an amendment. The nature of this 
amendment will not be disclosed un- 
til it is read in the house, but it is 
likely to follow the line of the Lib- 
eral tariff resolution moved earlier 
in the session. This is based upon 
the resolutions passed at the Eastern 
Ontario Liberal convention held at 
Ottawa in December last, and it is 
generally believed was drafted by the 
late Sir Wilfrid Laurier. The pro- 
posal goes further in the direction of 
free trade thanithe budget proposals, 
making provision for free foodstuffs 
and free agricultural implements. 

The Western Unionists were also 
in a caucus to consider the situation 
created by the bringing down of the 
budget. While it is practically cer- 
tain that a number of members from 
the other side of the great lakes will 
give support to McMaster’s amend- 
ment, there is much difference of 
opinion as to how numerous this 
group will be. A good deal may de- 
pend on the speech to be inade by 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, who retired from 
the government because the budget 
is not satisfactory to him. While 
some are disposed to beleve that de- 
fections will not exceed a half dozen, 
it is claimed in other quarters that 
there is in existence a list of seven- 
teen members who will vote for the 
McMaster amendment. 

GREAT INTEREST IN BUDGET 

There is a talk of a sub-amendment 
by the grain growers, which would 
conform to the tariff policy of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture, but 
it is anticipated that under the rules 
such an amendment could not be 
made to the motion to go into supply. 
There is great interest in the bud- 
get debate and possible develop- 
ments. The discussion may be a long 
one, but it is hoped that it will be 
brought to a close this week. 

An effort may be made to have a 
division taken on Thursday night 
which would leave Friday clear for 
consideration of the resolution. 

When the western caucus adjourn- 
ed shortly befare 1 o'clock, no formal 
statement was given out. It is stated 
that there had been a full discussion 
on the tariff situation. While nearly 
all members from the prairie prov- 
inces expressed themselves as being 
in favor of more tariff reductions 
than are provided for in the budget, 
many of them in view of concessions 
that have been made by, the finance 
minister, declared that they would 
support the government proposals. 
Another group, while disclaiming any 
desire to defeat the administration, 
took the ground they must support 
the McMaster amendment or some 
other amendment calling for greater 
tariff reductions. It is probable there 
will be no further caucus before the 
McMaster amendment is voted upon 
in the house.

After this we would follow 
him anywhere” 

In September of that year, during 
a brief leave in England, Colonel 
Page married Miss Rose Laura 
Whitehouse, at Swanage. Mrs. Page 
is a sister of F. C. Whitehouse, man- 
ager of the Bank of Commerce at Red 
Deer. 

In January, 1916, Col. Page, who 
was then second in command of the 
5th Battalion, was slated to return 
to take command of the 187th, then 
to be raised in Red Deer, but this 
arrangement was afterwards chang- 
ed. 

Before the war, Lionel Page was a| 
young English rancher near Red 
Deer. When the drum-beat sounded 
in August, 1914, he was one of the 
very first to respond, and _ having 
had military training. was given a 
commission in the Western Canada 
Cavalry, which later became the 5th 
Canadian Infantry Battalion. Le 
sailed with the 1st Division, and, as 
junior sub. in the 5th, went through 
all the stormy days of St. Julien, |

The finest tribute to his command 
and to the real worth of our Aiberta 
men js to be found in their month’s 
rest in Bruay (a mining town of 
about fifteen thousand people) after 
Passchendaele. 

It was the first time the 50th had 
drawn the big town fora rest. The 
battalion went into billets there on 
November 19 and left for the line on 
December 19. There were estaminets 
and attractions on evéry corner. The 
men had come through an exhausting 
and severe tour and were in the mood 
for a fling. They received double 
fleld pay as a special Christmas 
allowance, and had more money than 
usual in their pockets. Yet in all 
that month, and they were nearly 
one thousand strong, not a single man 
was placed under arrest; there was 
not a single case of disorder or 
brawling and not one complaint from 
the French civil authorities (and the 
place was policed by Imperials run 
on their job).

Where there is no vision, the peo- 
ple cast off restraint.—Proy.

These words have a very timely 
significance today. They cannot be 
too often repeated. 


If ever there were need for clear 
thinking upon social and religious 
problems, if ever there were need 
for men of insight and courage, it is 
in the present time. 

We have reason to rejoice that in 
the great struggle from which we are 
emerging, the nations that stood for 
liberty and progress were guided by 
wise, far-seeing statesmen. What 


Canada needs supremely in this hour 


of crisis, is a statesman who will lead 
the nation in this time of industrial 
unrest and political uncertainty. Our 
present leaders are facing the day of 


| Severest testing and great issues are 
_at stake 


The converse of our text is equally 
true : when people cast off restraint, 
they lose vision. Responsibilities re- 
solutely faced and nobly borne, pro- 
duce men of conviction and sterling 
character. Lawlessness and _ the 
shirking of duty robs us of the power 
to see clearly or to think sanely upon 
the issues of life. 


If men of vision are to be secured, 
we must seek them through four 
main institutions, the home, the 
school, the Church and the _ public 
press, and these’ institutions are 
named in the order of their impor- 
tance. All of the men received into 
the ministry of the Methodist Church 
at the recent conference at Calgary 
traced the reasons for their ealling to 
this work to the influence of godly 
mothers and Sunday School teachers. 
Hitherto, our province has been de- 
pendent upon Ontario, the Maritime 
Provinces and the Motherland for its 
supply of men for the ministry. The 
time has come when from our own 
homes must come the men and wo- 
men who shall be spiritual leaders in 
the life of this province. 


The Church is clarifying its vision, 
and unifying its energies for more 
effective service. Emphasis is being 
laid upon three vital phases of its 
work—Religious Education, Social 
Service and World-wide Evangeliza- 
tion. Steps are being taken to have 
a survey. of Religious Education in 
this province that we may know how 
many are being reached in the 
Church's Educational program, and 
there is a corresponding movement 
to organize Sunday School work on 
scientific principles. 


The interchange of ideas between 
the Church and organized labor can 
not fail to produce beneficial results. 
The Church, representing all classes, 
has a great opportunity today to in-

NEW LAWS AIMED AT BOLSHEV- 
IST AGITATORS. 


Ottawa, June 5.—Some sweeping 
amendments to the criminal code are 
recommended to the special commit- 
tee of the house of commons on sedi- 
tious propaganda. The ~ committee 
recommends the insertion of a series 
of new sections in the code. Any as- 
sociation purposing to bring about 
any governmental, industrial or eco- 
nomic changes within Canada by use 
of force are, it is recommended, to 
be declared unlawful. Any property 
belonging to such unlawful associa- 
tion may be seized and forfeited to 
the crown. Any member of any such 
uplawful association is liable to im- 
prisoniment for not less than one year 
and not more that 20 years. 

The owner or lessee of a building 
who knowingly permits the meeting 
in it of an unlawful association, the 
committee recommends, shall be lia- 
ble to a fine of not more than $5,000 
or to imprisonment for not more than 
five years or to both fine and impris- 
onment. Penalties of imprisonment 
not 
more than twenty years are also pro- 
vided in the case of endeavors to cir- 
culate or import literature recom- 
mending the resort to force as a 
means of accomplishing any govern- 
mental, industrial or economic 
change. -

HOW BOLSHEVISM 


WRECKED ONE LARGE 
_ RUSSIAN ENTERPRISE 


Several weeks ago we _ published 
an interview with a traveller from 
Russia, which put Bolshevism in a 
very different light than that from 
which it {s generally presented, and, 
indeed, when the Soviet Government 
Persists, as it has in: Russia, it is 
natural to question the truth of the 
violent condemnation hurled against 
the system outside of the country 
where it is in force. If it is so 
wholly bad as it is painted, the nat- 
ural question is: “Why do the Rus. 
sian people suffer it?” 

An article which takes the other 
side of the question, and on_ the 
surface looks like anti-Bolshevist 
propaganda, but as such is of more 
than passing interest, appeared in 
a recent. issue of “Struggling Rus- 
sia,” published in New York. It runs: 

The factory was founded in a large 
city in Western Russia some twenty 
years ago. The founder could never 
by the longest stretch of imagination 
be classified as a “vampire” capital- 
ist and heartless exploiter of labor. 
He is a man of high moral principles. 
of extremely kindly disposition and 
was never known to have had as 
‘much as a loud -word with his work- 
ers. He onca caught one of his 
working-men in the act of stealing 
a bundle of leather soles. ‘Ninety- 

~nine per cent of employers would dis- 
charge such a man, if not put him 
into prison. This capitalist took the 
culprit into hig private office, had a 
“long talk with him, and—ultimately 
he became foreman in the factory. I 
suppose any one not crazy with the 
bitterness of Bolshevism will admit 
that we have before us a splendid 
man. But, lest this be too little for 
some of our readers, let me continue. 
He was also known to pay higher 
wages than any other shoe manufact- 
urer in that part of Russia, a sort of 
Henry Ford, as it were. The result 
was that he never had a strike in his 
factory. Another result of it was, his! 
working men stayed. This, in turn, 
had a very beneficial effect upon the 
work, as well as the product, for there 
were no better shoes made in Russia 
than at this plant. Time and again 

old medals and grand prizes were 

warded to the firm for shoes exhib- 
ited at various exhibitions. And 
working men who could show. a ref- 
erence of several years’ work at this 
shop were sure of finding a_ ready 
job all over Russia. 

Bhe proprietor himself “was not 
of the kind one unfortunately’ used 
to find so often in Russia, not of the 
kind called in Russia _bielorutsha 
(white hands, afraid of work). No, 
he was, as he often used to say, only 
the first working man at his factory, 
and the working men themselves ad- 
mitted, the best one! He was the 
thardest worker of them all, and they 
liked him for it tremendously. He 
thad succeeded in making his factory 
a temple of labor, with ‘a spirit of 
mutual good will seldom found, it is 
; All in 


all, it was a great little factory! 

All through the war the firm was 
making boots for the Russian army. 
In 1915, when the Germans were ad- 
vancing upon the city, the machin- 
ery was removed to Moscow. A new 
building was bought in the Blagushi 
district, and a few months later work 
was resumed full speed, with every 
one of the workers in his old place. 

After the Bolshevist revolution, in 
November, 1917, a factory commit- 
tee was—had to be—elected by the 
working men in accordance with an 
officiat decree. These committees of 
workers were to exercise full con- 
trol in the management of industry 
and to serve as a nucleus for carry- 
ing out complete nationalization 
later. All documents, orders, Dills, 
letters, and so forth, were consider- 
ed invalid.unless signed and sealed 
by the head and secretary of the 
committee. The workingmen very 
reluctantly elected their dommittee, 
and the man chosen as_ secretary 
smilingly remarked that being a 
good shoemaker he would have pre- 
ferred to stick to his last rather than 
study correspondence and bookkeep- 


' 


ing. : 
So the new era began, and our 
friend, the secretary, took his seat 
atthe office desk and signed the 
letters, together with the proprietor, 
who took it with the same broad- 
minded good nature as he used to 
take everything else in life. 

Then, one day, the order went 
forth that the proprietors had no 
right to draw on their bank accounts 
for their personal needs more than 
the scale of wages allowed the work 
they were actually doing. He took 
this, too, with good-natured resigna- 
tion. But there came a day which 
tried ‘his self-possession severely. 
The Red Army commissionaire of the 
Blagushi district came around one 
day to deliver a lecture to the work- 
ing men. He spoke for nearly two 
hours and wound up by pointing to- 
wards the proprietor, who was stand- 
ing and listening right there, and 
exclaiming/—"“There he is, your ex- 
ploiter and sworn’ enemy!” ‘The 
poor man could not restrain himself 
and asked the working men whether 
that was true. A thundering unani- 
mous “No!” went up from the hun- 
dred and fifty men and women. The 
speaker thereupon delivered a fiery 
harangue, telling the workers “that 
they were not “class conscious’? and 
didn’t understand their own interests 
and that they. were practically a lot 
of fools or something very’ much 
like! To carry the poison of . the 
class struggle into their midst at all 
costs and by any means—that was 
his main. object, and in this he was 
a faithful and representative apostle 
of Bolshevism. 

The manufacturer, however, was 
to pay dearly for spoiling the effect 
of the speaker’s propaganda. Shortly }, 
afterward he was arrested on a 
trumped-up charge and carried off ta 
the Butyrki prison by order of. the 
notorious ‘Extraordinary Commis. | 
sion.” He was fortunate to be | 
leased after a week's confinement, 
but “some one in power” first had toj 
be paid ransom running up to six fig- 
ures! 

Toward autumn of last. year’ the 
effects of starvation began to make 
themselves felt among the working 
men. Many had to take the thousand 
mile trips to the southern parts of 
Russia if quest of-food and had to 
neglect their work. Those who were 
at work had to spend two evenings 
every week and almost the whole of 
every Sunday training and drilling 
for the Red Army. Finally, many of 
them had to join the Red Army, much 
as they hated_to do it. When drafting 
began to increase many of the men 
fled across the German lines to their 
old home town which was then still 
occupied by German troops. Thus, by 
the end of December, the number of 
workers at that factory had fallen to 
70 odd men and women. Fuel was 
getting scarce, leather it was almost 
impossible to find, the machinery 
was deteriorating rapidly, and the 
capital had been used up. 

.At this juncture a commissionaire 
made his entry, and, of course, he 
will find things in bad shape, and re- 
port ~- accordingly. And then the 
“Supreme Council” will probably de- 
cide in favor of nationalization. 

So passes out of Russian life one 
industrial unit after another, one 
link after another in the chain of use-| 
ful human activity, to make room for 
the great Nothing, for the Bolshevis- 
tic abomination—Desolation. So are 
killed the early spring blossoms of , 
Russia’s once growing industry. But 
the rainbow chasers of Bolshevism 
either do not realize or do not care 
to admit that nothing will remain in 
Russia for them to nationalize before 
long.

P. Mellor, of Hespero. This young 
man’s only brother, Lieut. J. Meljor, 
was twice wounded, and was a pris- 
oner with General Townshend in 
“Kut.” , : 

Lieutenant Vintcent C. 8. Mellor, 
5th King’s Royal- Rifle Corps, who 
died of septic pneumonia on March 
21 at a Red Cross hospital for officers 
{n London, aged 21, had been invalid- 
ed home from Palestine with dysen- 
tery and complications. He was the 
younger son of Sir John Mellor and 
Lady Mellor, of Culmhead, Somerset, 
was educated at St. Peter’s Court, 
Broadstairs, and at Eton, and joined 
the K.R.R.C. early in 1915. After 
being attached for a short time to the 
Cheshire Regiment he left for Pales- 
tine in March, 1917. His transport 
was torpedoed and sank in four min- 
utes, and Lieutenant Mellor was five 
hours in the water, being picked up 
after three hours of darkness by a 
French gunboat. His father received 
from his colonel a letter with respect 
to his conduct on this occasion, from 
which the following is an extract:— 
“A letter came in which I had been 
told was contained a gallant act of 
your son’s, which in the absence of 


any news of his safety made me anxi- , 


ous about him. I sent for the mess 
corporal, to whom the letter had been 
written by one of my mess staff—a 
survivor—who must have been picked 
up by a boat and landed in Egypt 
some time ago, and found (just what 
I would have expected to hear of your 
boy) that he had given up his seat 
in the boat, and here: is the ‘writer's 
account of it:—'As to the officers, I 
saw Mr. Mellor while having a swim, 
and he was very cheerful . 
but Mr. Mellor gave his place in the 
boat up to a private, and went away 
laughing as if nothing had happene:l. 
I tell you he is a good old sport.'” 
Lieutenant Mellor was subsequently 
attached to the 1-4th Northampton 
Regiment in Palestine, and served 
with them through that part of the 
campaign which included the capture 
of Gaza and the severe engagement 
of Wilhelma. He was then A.D.C. to 
General. Hare, commanding the 54th 
Division, but returned to his battalion 
for the last and decisive advance. He 
was shortly afterwards taken ill.

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A NEW CONSCIENCE, 


In a time like the present, when 
men have to decide their attitude to 
a number of new and_ perplexing 
problems, ethical and religious teach- 
ers are expected, says the Mail and 
Empire, to give clear guidance as to 
the principles on which such ques- 
tions should be determined. We are 
sometimes told that. conscience is a 
sufficient guide. It is described ‘as 
the still, small voice of God speaking 
ic the human soui and guidinz us in- 
fallibly to right conduct. But this 
view of conscience is beset with 
grave difficulties, for it is obvious 
that conscience leads some men_ to 


courses of action which others feel 
to be utterly wrong. Some men, for 
example, are guided by what they 


call conscience to refuse to perform 
military service, and by the use of 
the phrase, “conscientious objectors,” 
we admit that they--or some of them 
at least—are acting conscientiously. 
Others under the same circumstances 
feel themselves bidden by conscience 
to take arms. What is this conscience 
which seems to guide men in diamet- 
rically opposite directions? 

The solution of this difficulty will 
be found in the fact that every man 


has a standard of conduct, however! 
Jow, and he acts conscientiously 
when he tries to live up to that 
standard. But the standard of one 


man is not the standard of another. 
The standard of one society differs 
profoundly from that of another. The! 
standard of one time is vastly higher 
or lower than that of another. The 
need of our time, as of every time, is 
a higher standard. It is not enough 
for a man to conform his conduct to 
the conventional standard of his time 
and circle, which may be on many 
questions miserably low and __ false. 
Progress is madewhen the conscience 
of the individual becomes educated 
and enlightened, and he sets before 
himself a new and higher standard 
and definitely rejects ‘the convention- | 


al views of the matter. 


It is just here that the churches 
ean render inestimable service. By 
the clear, forceful preaching of 


may lead men and 
women to be more and more. dis- 
satisfied with conventional standards 
and current modes of life. They 
have a mission to show men how 
wrong are many things in which they 
have hitherto shared or acquiesced 
without scruple. There are some 
things working havoc amongst us 
now which, if men’s consciences were 
enlightened in this way, would not 
be tolerated for a day. 

One of the great needs of our 
time, concludes the Toronto paper, 
is a new conscience, that is a higher 
standard of conduct and life for the 


ordinary citizen. It must not be a 
sophisticated — or 


unbalanced —con- 
science like that of the ancient 
Pharisee who was scrupulous to 


tithe mint and anise and -cummin, but 
left- undone the weightier matters of 
the law, judgment, mercy and faith. 
Such a conscience is not unknown to- 
day. Our need is for a conscience 
educated on the soundest principles 
and illuminated by light from every 
possible quarter. We are ready to 
give heed to any preacher who will 
make further progress possible by 
bringing us new light on Paine practi- 
cal conduct of life.

Ans.—When the losses and expenses have been paid in any 
year, fifty per cent, or one half, of the profits are returned to the 
assured, and fifty per cent., or one half of the profits, are placed to 
the Reserve Fund of the Society, at the end of the hail season. 


2. Ques.—Does any one receive profits from this Society ex- 
cept the assured?’ :

Therefore, the “50-50,” on the same basis, 
could have a loss of 11 per cent. more than the companies had in 
1916, and still pay 100 per cent. on its losses.

Ottawa, June 5.—The tariff propo- 
sals announced by Sir Thomas White 
include the removal of the war tax 
of 744%, an increase in the British 
preference on.tea and coffee, freight 
rates on agricultural implements fo 
the west are to be reduced, and in ad- 
dition there is a reduction in duty on 
plows, portable engines, traction ‘en- 
gines and threshing machines from 
In| 27% to 174% per cent. The duty on 
hay loaders, potato diggers, fodder or 
feed cutters, grain crushers and fan- 
ning mills are reduced from 32% to 
20 per cent. On cultivators, harrows, 
horse rakes, seed drills, manure 
spreaders and weeders are reduced 
from, 274% to 15 per cent, and there 
is also a large increase in the income 
tax, particularly upon large incomes. 
The business war profits tax is also 
renewed for another year.

END OF WINNIPEG 
STRIKE IN SIGHT 


Winnipeg, June 6.—With | union 
leaders late tonight admittedly mak- 
ing every effort to reach a settlement, 
the end of the Winnipeg ‘trike seems 
to be rapidly approaching. 

The opposition of returned soldiers 
seemed to have decided the struggle. 
Delegations of union men announced 
if the strike leaders rejected any fair 
offer of settlement by Monday, they 
intended to “go back to their jobs.” 

Witnipeg, June 6.—Comparative 
calm again spread through Winnipeg 
this afternoon, after three of the most 
vivid days in the city’s history. 

The proclamation of Mayor Charles 
Fr. Gray, forbidding public parades, 
received the endorsement of nearly 
every faction ‘involved in the general 
strike. 

Winnipeg's police force was sup- 
plemented today by more than 1,300 
returned soldiers, constables, and a 
cavalry unit of more than 100 war 
veterans. 

Mass meetings were held by the 
strikers and their sympathizers at 
Victoria park, and by returned sold- 
iers at the Auditorium. 

Brigadier-General H. D. B. Ketch- 
en, addressing the returned soldiers’ 
mass meeting declared that the Win- 
nipeg strike can no longer be consid- 
ered a union labor protest, but that 
it is an attempt to overthrow the 
government. 

“Rest assured, the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the military are not 
idle,” he said, and intimated that the 
government is taking steps to deal 
with Bolshevism and revolution.

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BIRDS SAVE WORLD 
FROM DESTRUCTION 


IN THREE YEARS THERE WOULD 
BE NO LIFE LEFT ON THE 
* EARTH 


A recent issue of the Canadian 
Forestry Journal, published . by the 
Canadian Forestry Association, con- 
tains an interesting article on the 
damage wrought by insects and the 
increasing and successful warfare 
carried? on agaist insects by birds, 
certain animals and reptiles. 

“It has been estimated,’”’ says the 
Journal, “by those who give this 
question study and thought leading 
into actual statistics that, were there 
no friends allied by nature, in the 
great struggle between man and his 
enemy insects, that in three years 
there would be no life left on the 
earth. Vegetation would disappear 
first, and animal life would accom- 
pany and follow it.” 

The writer in the Journal, Ellen 
R. C. Webber, of Port Haney, B.C., 
then proceeds to offer special pleas 
for several of man’s allies in the war 
with insects. 


Among those specially mentioned 
allies are snakes, lizards, frogs, toads, 
wasps, and there is “a good word for 
the homely skunk.” All these prey 
upon insects that prey upon vegeta- 
tion. Frogs, says the appeal, are in- 
sect-eaters and deserve to be spared 
the stoning thoughtless boys and girls 
give them. The toad, ugly in appear- 
ance, is a gentle, harmless friend, 
working night and day to destroy 
slugs, caterpillars, earwigs, flies and 
hundreds of destructive insects that 
gather about our flowers, fruit and 
vegetables. 

One quotation will carry the reader 
a little further into this valuable ar- 
ticle and illustrate the usefulness of 
the information the Forestry Journal 
lays before its readers—much of 
which has from time to time been 
given in various departments of the 
Family Herald and Weekly Star, but 
which cannot be too often brought 
to the attention of the public. 


“We must not forget. in passing,” 
the article goes on to state, “our 
little friend the bat, which, with the 
‘night-hawk,’ skims the air through 
the night hours, while the swallows 
are off duty. 

As daylight dawns, these night 
guards retire to rest with stomachs 
and crops well filled with insects ; 
and as they go off duty, the swallows 
come on, and so the work in man’s 
fight for existence is systematically 
curried on by his little allies, whose 
slaughter of insects exceeds all com- 
putation, and even exceeds all 
agination. 

Even’ the hated cherry-bird, or 
Cedar Wax-Wing,.whom I must au- 
mit appears to be an enemy, is 19 
truth a friend, and saves for man 
far more fruit’ than he destroys 
through his warfare on insects and 
tree-destroying beetles. It would pay 
the farmer well to plant more rows 
of cherry trees tor the use ot the birds 
alone, as a trust and a reward for 
their services. 

Owls and hawks destsoy rats, 
mice and moles, as wall as beetles ; 
enemies whose damage could not be 
remedied with the price of a dozen 
hens from each farmer. 

Sparrows destroy noxious weed 
seed; as do buntings, snowbirds, 
and many others of the sane species, 

Tree sparrows alone in one small 
district are statistically reported to 
have destroyed, in one season, 875 
tuns of noxious weed seed,”

“At first,’ says the report, ‘wooden 
posts were used, as they had been in 
the eastern provinces, but thé con- 
ditions were quite different. In the 
east these posts were made of dur- 
able wood, and the lines blazed in 
timber remained visible for a long 
time; in the west the posts were of 
poplar, a kind of wood which decays 
quickly, and where lines were blazed 
in the woods, the timber was so light 
that a single fire obliterated it. In 
the eighties’ a piece of small gas 
pipe was substituted in the place of 
the wooden post, but it was easily 
pulled out and many have disappear- 
ed. 

“A new style of post has now been 
adopted. It consists of a one-inch 
iron pipe thirty inches long and fill- 
ed with concrete. A malleable tron 
foot-plate prevents the removal of 
the post after it has been planted. 
The numbers of the section, town- 
ship and range are stamped in plain 
figures on a bronze cap, and the in- 
scription can be understood by any- 
body.”

He 
was chemist for the Provincial Board 
of Health of Toronto, 1903-09; Di- 
rector of Laboratories, Department of 
Health, Toronto, 1909-18. «He went 
overseas with the Canadian forces in 
the World War, and was in the thick 
of the fighting in the first gas attack 
of the Germans at Ypres and in many 
subsequent engagements. It was he 
who first reported the nature of the 
poison gas used by the Germans in 
1915, and suggested the use of the pro- 
tective masks. He first suggested 
the use of chlorine for purifying wat- 
er for an army in the field (1909). 
The mobile filter now used by the 
British army is the result of his sug- 
gestions. Besides many technical 
papers, Colonel Nasmith published 
“On the Fringe of the Great Fight” 
in 1918. This new book, which the 
Toronto publishers have scheduled, 
will cover the entire scope of the war. 
It is the purpose of the publishers to 
copyright and manufacture the book 
in Canada. 

Some of the chapter titles are: 
“Canada in War Time;" “The Sail- 
ing of the Thirty-three Transports 
from Canada;"” “The Canadians on 
Salisbury Plain; “The Princess Pat- 
ricias in Action;” “Canadians Save 
the Situation at Ypres;” “The Storm- 
ing of Passchendaele;” “Keeping Our 
Canadians Fit;” “The Canadian Aux- 
iliary Services;” “With the Cana- 
dian Airmen;” “Canadians Win 
Mons;” “The Record of the Canadian 
Army Corps.’ Besides these purely 
Canadian topics, there are chapters 
devoted to the Anzacs at Gallipoli, the 
great naval fight at Jutland, the help 
given by the United States, the block- 
ing of the harbor of Zeebrugge by the 
British Navy, the achievements of 
Italy, Japan and the other Allies, and 
the dramatic revolution in Russia.

SIMULTANEOUSLY IN SEVERAL 
IMPORTANT CITIES ° 


Washington, June 3.—An organized 
band of ‘anarchists is responsible for 
bomb: explosions last night simultan- 
eously in Washington, Pittsburg, 
Cleveland, Newtonville, Mass.; Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Paterson, N.J., and 
New -York City. Persons for whom 
bombs were intended all escaped, but 
one watchman was killed in New 


York, and one of the plotters was 


blown to pieces in Washington City, 
when an infernal machine intended to 
victimize Attorney-General A. Mit- 
chell Palmer exploded prematurely. 

The dead anarchist was an Italian, 
who came from Philadelphia, where 


the headquarters of the whole plot. 


are supposed to be. Well-written an- 
archistic literature .was scgttered in 
all the above cities at the same “time. 
Most elaborate policing in this city 
and elsewhere is: being arranged for 
probable fresh scenes of the bomb 
campaign.

GLASS HOUSES. 


“Within ten years people in this 
country’ will be building houges of 
glass which will excel in sanitary 
appointments, beauty and durability 
and also low cost of maintenance 
any type of structure of the present 
time. In other words the American 
people within ten years will be living 
in glass houses They will thence- 
forth be unable to throw stones.” 

This was the interesting declara- 
tion made recently by Rodger’ S. 
Pease, one of the oldest glassmakers 
in the United States, a man who has 
taken an active part in all the im- 
provements that have set the glass 
world face to face with new condi- 
tions and placed it in line for the 
greatest development in its long his- 
tory. By glass houses Mr. Pease said 
he meant just what he said—founda- 
tions of concrete which are now re- 
cognized as standard; the walls of 
wired glass and the floors of tile, 
covered with a lightsheeting of wood. 
Such a building will prove practically 
indestructible, can be made of any 
set of colors desired, and requires no 
painting, no, papering inside, will be 
sound proof, moisture proof and fire- 
proof. 

Mr. Pease has planned a house that 
will be composed of glass and is going 
to have it finished in some color that 
will make it attractive, and such col- 
ors will be permanent. 

The moment this idea is started, 
Mr Pease declared, the public will 
be quick to see the value of the mater- 
ial. Its cheapness and reliability are 
understood. Glass, he sald, is the 
most honest and most easily under- 
stood material in the world. It is 
not mysterious, and people will not 
have to employ experts to see that 
the quality is right. The glass for 
the walls of houses need not be 
transparent, but dense, like slate vor 
stone. It will, however, be hard and 


durable. 
The roofs can be of the same 
character of glass. It withstands 


heat and cold alike, and ‘whatever 
patents may interfere with the cheap- 
ness of the material now are so near- 
ly expired that it will be but a short 
time before these will be eliminated 
as a cost factor. 


Then again, Germany's finish as an] 


autocratic Kaiser-ridden nation must 
be the beginning of a new Germany 
understanding democracy. The re- 
birth will be painful, but in the end 
the Germans will be thankful. If the 
enforcgd expiation of their crimes 


4{does not bring about their regenera- 


tion, at least they will be unable to 
repeat their cruelties of the past four 
years.

THRIFT IN THE SCHOOLS. 


In the schools of Canada alone the 
War Savings campaign is fraught 
with great possibilities, ‘and already 
the returns show that splendid pro- 
gress is being made.

In the schools of New York there 
is said to be a little over 750,000 child- 
ren. During .the period, December, 
1917, to January, 31, 1919, no less 
than $5,446,000 worth of War Sav- 
ings and Thrift Stamps were sold in 
these schools, which means slightly 
more than $7 for each child. 

The thrift campaign in the schools 
of the Dominion will produce 100 fold 
in results. Every child should be en- 
rolled in the war savings army. 
Parents should see to this. It will 
discipline the child_in thrift, provide 
it with a good investment and benefit 
the country.
